Mr. KENNEDY- Mr. President, before the 
final vote is taken. I desire to say a few words in 
explanation ot the vote I shall give. I do not 
rise for the perpoee of discussing at length any 
of the provisions either ol the bill or of the consti- 
tutiou submitted to us I iutend to vote against 
the admi-sion of Minnesota upon the simple and 
broad proaad that in uiv huinbic judgment its 
constiiutiea contaias provisions directly at vari- 
ance with the Constitution of the United States 
I am opposed to it because it involves a princi- 
ple, in my humble judgment, directly in conflict, 
not onlv with the Constitution of the United 
States, 'bat with the rights of the Southern 
It claims the constitutional power to 
conf er the right of suffrage upon a class of inhab- 
iurii- ii it recognized bv the Constitution of the 
United States. It involves a principle which 
comes directly in conflict with the principles of 
a partv that I have the honor to repreaeut on this 
floor, whose great leading doctrine is directly in 
courl ct with this principle; and I should be un 
just to myself aud reureaut to the duty that is 
devolved upon me, if 1 did not vindicate the 
principle of that party, to a alight extent, at 
least, in giving the reason why I vote against 
this bill. I am not now referring particularly to 
the bill for the admission of Minnesota at all; 
because really that bill is a matter of very little 
importance to me; but I intend to vote against 
the admission of the State with this constitu- 
tion which she has sent here. Its seventh 
article, in regard to the elective franchise, de 
dares: 

"Sec. 1. Every male person of the age of twen- 
'ty one years or upwards, belonging to either of 
'the following classes, who shall have resided in 
'the United States one year, and in the State for 
'four months next preceding an election, shall be 
'entitled to vote at such election, in the elec 
•tion district of which he shall at the time have 
•been lor ten days a resident, for all offices that 
'now are, or hereafter may be elective by the peo 
•pie: 

"lit. White citizens of the United State*. 

"2d. White persons of foreign birth, who shall 
•have declared their intention to become citizens 
•conformably to the laws of the United States up- 
'on the subject of naturalization- 

"3d. Persons of mixed white and Indian blood, 
'who have adopted the customs and habits of civ- 
'ilizatiou. 

"4th. Persons of Indian blood residing in this 
•State, who have adopted the language, customs, 
'and habits of civilization, after en examination 
•before any district court of the State, in such 
•manner as may be provided by law, and shall 
•have been pronounced by said court capable of 
'enjoving the rights of citizenship within the 
•State." 

"Sec. 7. Everv person who, bv the provisions 

•of this article, shall be entitled to vote at any 
'election, shall be eligible to any office which 
'now is. or hereafter shall be, elective by the peo 
•pie in the district wherein he shall have resided 
'thirty days previous to such election, except as 
'otherwise provided in this constitution, or in 
•the constitution and laws of the United States." 

Now, sir. the ground I take, and the ground taken 
by the party that I have the honor to represent, ia 
that alien suffrage and squatter sovereignty must 
l»e repudiated. Having asserted these principles 
before the people of my own State, and being 
prepared to vindicate them here, I cannot give 
mv sanction to the admission of a State with a 
constitution containing so clear an infraction of 
the provisions of the Constitution of the United 
States, as that article contains; for if you ' admit 
the right of aliens, not naturalized, to take part 
in your elections — men who really cannot claim 
the protection of the Government; who have no 
right to come here and petition for a redress of 
grievances until the mantle ot citizenship has 
been put upon them, in accordance with the laws 
of Congress and the Constitution of the United 
States— you permit that class of individuals in 
this counrty to control directly the action of Cong, 
gress. and, perhaps, the destiny of this nation. — 
Sir, I know that I am taking very broad ground 
in making this declaration — I know that I am as- 
suming much in this body when 1 undertake to 
say that people who are not citizens of the United 
States have no right to vote by the suffrage 
which may be conferred upon them by the actiou 
of a State government; but it has been contended 
on this floor, and ably and strongly by some of the 
giant intellects of former days, that the principle 
on which I act in this matter is a correct one. — 
We are now, in some degree, reaping the fruits 
the looee and cheap right of suffrage which has 
been conferred upon the people of this country. 
There has been of late a power aggregating it- 
self in one section of the country upon the ad- 
verse proposition to that which I have stated here, 
which, if not checked, if not controlled, will be- 
fore long sw< ep from us that right and that equal- 
ity which we of the Southern States hold in this 



Upon a former occasion, I said that I was op 
posed to squatter sovereignty, because it dis- 
turbed the principal equilbrium that had existed 
between the Slates, on a strict construction and 
enforcement of the guarantees of the Constita 
tion of the United States. I opposed it because 
it opened the door to an unequal contest with 
persons who came here and claimed, through 
their Representatives who had a voice in Con 
gress, the right to administer this Government, 
and to direct its policy directly in opposition to 
the conceded principles of the Constitution when 
it was framed. When the Constitution was 
framed the Southern States of this Confederal 

with all 



upon a footing of perfect equality 
the States of the Union, and my desire has been 
to do nothing todestroy that equality 

Mr. President, when Congress has exercised 
its authority by passing a uniform law of natural 
nation, it excludes the right of exercising a sim 
ilar authority on the part of the State; and to 
suppose that the Slate coald do this would make 
this provision of the Constitution of the United 
States nugatory. The power has been given to 
the Congress of the United States to establish a 
uniform rule of naturalizition for the express, 
simple purpose of protecting the minority in this 
country from aggregation of power that might be 
the result of allowing States to hold out induee 
ments to emigrant*. It was to protect us against 
that interpolation or subversion of the principles 
of this Government, which will necessarily creep 
into it bv the introduction of new members of 
the Government, imported from foreign coun- 
tries, and brought here directly to carry out sec 
tional purposes and for sectional object* only. To 
suppose that a State could make an alien a citi 
zen, or confer on him the right of voting, would 
give him a direct and broad control in this Gov- 
ernment. A man votes for Representatives in 
the other branch of Congress in accordance with 
the laws of the State in which he resides; and, if 
you allow aliens to vole for members of Con 
gross, they may control your legislation here, and 
introduce a system of policv entirely at variance 
with that upon which the Government waa ori- 
ginally formed. 

Now, sir, in presenting the views that I have 
submitted to the Senate, I am not standing alone 
In vindication of this principle which I assert, I 
«> ring to my support the doctrine proclaimed here 
by one of Che most distinguished Senators whose 
voice has ever been heard in this Hall. I will, 
by permission of the Senate, reed upon this point 
the views of no less a man than John C. Calhoun, 
who, standing here in vindication of the rights of 
the South, and for the principles of this Govern 
njent, foreseeing the dangerous consequences 
which might result in 1836 gave the warning not 
only to the Senate, but to the country, of the 
dangers that would result from this cheap euf 
frage which waa being bestowed, or attempted 
to be bestowed, upon the States then coming into 
the Union. Mr. Calhoun said: K 

"When Congress baa exercised its authority 
* by passing a uniform law of naturalization, (as 
- it haa,) it excludes the right of exercising a 



He said further— I quote from his 
the Michigan bill ia 183& , ■ , 

"To suppose that a State can make an alien 
' a citizen of the State, or, to present the ques- 
' tion more specifically, can confer on him the 

• right of^yoting. would involve the absurdity of 

•the action of the General Government, from 
' which he has no right to claim protection, and 

• to which he has no right to present a petition. 

• That the full forc e of the absurdity mav be felt, 

• it must be borne in mind that every department 
' of the General Government is either directly or 
' indirectly under the control of the voters in the 
f several States. The Constitution wisely pro- 
' vides that the voters for the most numerous 
' branch of the Legislatures in the several States 
' shall vote for the members of the House of 

• body^^nom'n' by the^Le^at^rea of the 
' States, and the Presidential electors either by 
' the Legislatures or voters in the several States, 

• it follows, as I htve stated, that the action of 

• the General Government is either directly or 

• indirectly under the control of the voters in the 
» several States. Now. admit that a State may 
' confer the right of voting on all aliens, and it 
' will follow, as a necessary consequence, that 
' we might have among our constituents persons 
' who have not the right to claim the protection 
' of the Government, or to present a petition to 
•it." 

This, to my mind, is conclusive; it is an ar 
gument binding with such force on my 
judgment, that I never can yield the principle. 
But Mr. Calhoun went further in discussing this 
question, and I beg that I may be allowed to 
quote further from him, because surely I think 
that his arguments will have more force and more 
effect, when fairly put before the country, and 
fairly understood by the Senate, than anything I 
can say, or anything that I can offer. I gladly 
accept his principles and his doctrines as a text, 
and I am willing to abide by them- They are 
so entirely in accordance with the views, princi- 
ples, and doctrines of the party I am representing 
here, that I am rejoiced to find that I have so able 
an advocate for the humble views that I am sub 
milting to the Senate. In speaking of the object 
which the framers of the Constitution had in con- 
ferring this power, Mr. Calhoun said: 

"In conferring this power the framers of the 
' Constitution must have had two objects in view; 
' one to prevent competition between the States 
' in holding out inducements for the emigration of 
' foreigners; and the other, to prevent their im 
' proper influence over the General Government, 
•through such States as might naturalize for 
' eigners, and could confer on them the right of 
'exercising the elective franchise, before they 
' could be sufficiently informed of the nature of 
'our institutions, or were interested in their pre- 
' servation." 

That, sir, is the great principle on which I 
stand. It is in defense of that right that my own 
party has in its platform laid down the doctrine 
that aliens not naturalized shall not exercise the 
rights of American freemen. There is a wide 
difference between privileges granted and right* 
claimed. I am only contending against the right 
of a State to confer power which has a direct 
control not only over the legislation in these 
Halls, but that has a power to control the Presi- 
dential election itself. I hope I may be permit- 
ted, in an illustration of thi* view, to quote still 
further from Mr. Calhoun : 

"Both of these objects would be defeated, if 
' the States may confer on alien* the right of 
' voting and the other privileges belonging to 
•citizens. On that supposition it would be al 

• most imposible to conceive what good could be 
' obtained, or evil prevented, by conferring the 

• power on Congress. The power would be 
' perfectly nugatory. A State might hold out 
' every improper inducement to emigration, a* 

• freely as if the power did not exist; and might 
' confer on the alien all the political privilege* 
« belonging to a native born citizen; not only to 
' the great injury of the government of the State, 
' but to an improper control over the government 
'of the Union. To illustrate what I have said: 
' suppose the dominant party in New York, find 

• ing political power about to depart from them, 
'should, to maintain th*ir ascendency, extend the 
' right of suffrage to the thousands of aliens of 
' every language, and from every portion of the 

• world, that annually pour into our great empo- 
rium; how deeply might the destiny of the 
' whole Union be affected by such a measure. It 
' might, in fact, place the control over the Gen- 
' eral Government in the hands of those who 

• know nothing of our institutions, and are in 
'different as to the interests of the country 

• New York gives about one-sixth of the elector - 

• al votes in the choice of President and Vice 
' President; and it is well known that her politi 

' cal institutions keep the State nearly equally 
•divided into two great political parties. The 
' addition of a few thousand votes, either way, 

• might turn the scale, and the electors might, in 
' fact, owe their election, on the supposition to 

• the votes of unnaturalized foreigners. The 
' Presidential election might depend on the elec- 
' toral vote of the State, and a President be 
'chosen in reality by them; that is, they might 

• give us a King." 

Mr. President, I think there is a clear illustra 
tion of the dangers that are likely to result to 
this Government from this lax administration of 
this power. I think, if the political equilibri 
urn of this Government is to be maintained, it 
is only to be maintained by enforcing the guar 
antees of the Constitution, which was a com 
promise made between the States of the North 
and the States of the South, for the protection ot 
those rights which are now so grossly assailed 
and *o greatly invaded. I do not desire to pro 
long this debate any further. I rose simply for 
the purpose of explaining the reasons whv I 
•hall give my vote against the admission of Min 
nesota. 

Mr. Johnson, of Tennessee. Before the Sen 
a tor from Maryland closes, in order to understand 
rightly a very important question involved in his 
argument, I wish to propound an inquiry to him 
The Congress of the United State*, having the 
power, under the Constitution, pass a uniform 
rule of naturalization. Do I understand him as 
contending that when a man ha* been made a 
citizen of the United Slates by the naturalize 
tion law of Congress, any State into which 
be may emigrate is compelled to allow him to 
vote? 

Mr. Kennedy. If I understand the gentleman, 
I have no hesitation in answering his question. — 
If a man has been naturalized in conformity with 
the law of Congress, he clearly then ha* the right 
to vote in any State. 

Mr. Johnson, of Tennessee. Then any State 
into which he goes is compelled to let him vote. 

Mr. Kennedy. In conformity always with the 
municipal laws of the State; but he must be a 
citizen of the United State* 

Mr. Johnson, of Tennessee. Has not each 
State the power to fix the 'qualification* of it* 
voters? Ha* it not a right to impose any pro 
hibition it pleases 7 Some of the States of this 
Confederacy have required a mau to be a proper- 
ty-holder before he could exercise the elective 
franchise. If a State cannot permit a man to 
vote until he is a citizen, is not the converse of 
the proposition equally true — that, when be is a 
citizen, no State can prevent him from voting? — 
I say this, not for the purpose of confusing the 
Senator, or interfering with his argument, but in 
order to be instructed and informed on this sub- 
ject; for I desire to understand his views If it 
be true that, when an individual is once made a 
citizen of the United States, any State into which 
he goes is compelled to allow him to vote, what 
will be the consequence of such a principle? A 
free negro coming here from Africa conld be nat- 
uralized, if yoar laws allowed it. A* the natur- 
alization law* now stand, none but white persons 
can be naturalized, but suppose those law* should 
be amended by striking out the word "white," 
could you not make every negro who should emi 
grate from Africa to the United 8tates a citizen? 
and, on being made a citizen, would not the 
Southern States, according to this doctrine, be 
compelled to let him vote'' What would

Mr. Kennedy. If the gentleman will allow 
me to go an, I shall itouie direct! v to that point. 
It is to protect the rig tit* of the Southern State* 
that I take the position which I have announced. 
I ear a majority of t he people of this country, 
through their State action, ahould not have power 
to direct and control the legislation of Congress 
by violating the naturalization laws of thecoun 
try. The distinguished gentleman from whose 
speech I have quoted, and whose argument is 
complete on this subject, savs on the very point 
upon which the Senator has put the interro- 
gatory: 

"But, to pass to the question immediately be- 
' fore us. This, as I have stated, does not in- 

• voire the question whether a State can make 

• an alien a citizen; but whether Congress has a 
' right to prescribe the qualifications to be pos 

' sessed by those who shall vote for members of 
« a convention to form a Constitution for Michi 
' gan. Reason and precedent concur that Con 

• gress has the right. It has, as I have stated, 

• been exercised in every similar case. If the 

• right does not exist in Congress, it exists no- 
' where. A Territory, until it becomes a State, 
' is a dependent community, and possesses no 
' political rights but what are derived from the 
' community on which it depends. Who shall or 
'shall not exercise political power? and what 
' shall be the qualifications possessed by them 7 

• and how shall they be appointed? are all ques 
' lions to be determined by the paramount com 

• munity; and, iu the case under considera- 
' lion, lobe determined by Congress, which has 
' the right, under the Constitution, to prescribe 
'all necessary rules for the government of the 
' Territeries, not inconsistent with the provisions 

• of the Constitution. 

"This very bill, iu fact, admits the right- It 

• prescribes that the people of Michigan shall 

• vote for the convention to form her Constitution 
1 on becoming a Sute. If it belongs to the Ter 
•ritory of Michigan (she is not vet a Stole) to 
' determine who shall vote for the members of the 
' convention, this attempt on our part to designate 
' who shall be the voters would be an unconstitu 

1 tional interference with her right, and ought to 
' be objected to as such, by those opposed to our 
' views. But if on the other hand, the view I take 

• be correct, that the right belongs to Congress, 

• and uot to the Territory, the loose, vague, and 
'indefinite manner in which the voters are de 

• scribed in the bill affords a decisive reason for 
' its recommitment. I ask, who are the people 
•of Michigan? Taken in the ordinary sense, it 

• means every body, of every age, of every sex, 
1 of every complexion, white, black, or red, aliens 
•as well as citizens Regarded in this light, to 
' pass this bill would sanction the principle that 

• Congress may authorize an alien to vote, or con 
•fer that high privilege on the runaway slaves 

• from Kentucky, Virginia, or elsewhere; and thus 
' elevate them to the dignity of citizens, enjoying 
' under the Constitution all the rights and privi 

• leges in the .States of the Union which appertain 
1 to citizenship." 

Again he said: 

"My colleague insists that to deny the right 
' for which he contends would be to confer on 

• Congress the right of prescribing who should or 

• who should not be entitled to vote in the State, 
' and exercise the other privilege belonging to 
•citizens; and portrayed in strong language the 
' dangers to the rights of the States from such 

• authority. If his views are correct in this re 
'sped, the danger would indeed be imminent, but 
' I cannot concur in their correctness. Under the 
' view which I have token, the authority of Con 

• gress is limited to the simple point of passing 

• uniform laws of naturalization, or, as I have 

• shown, simply to remove alienage. To this ex 

• tent it may clearly go, under the Constitution; 

• and it is no less clear that it cannot go an inch 
' beyond, without palpably transcending its now- 
' era and violating the Constitution." 

That is the only principle I have stated. It 
is to confine the right to vote to persons who have 
the rights of citizens, not only in one State, but 
over the whole land. It is to prevent an aggre- 
gation of power iu a class of people who cannot 
claim the protection of this Government, who 
have no right to petition Congress for a redress 
of grievances. It is to prevent the minority of 
the people of these States from being overcome 
by a power of this character, aggregated for the 
purpose of mere sectional advantage. It is so 
directly in conflict with all the principles that I 
believe to be essential for the permaneucy of a 
free government like ours; it is so directly inimi- 
cal to the permanency of the principles' of the 
Constitution itself, and to the enforcement of the 
guarantees of the Constitution, that I have thought 
proper to oppose it, and for these reasons I have 
entered my protest. 

I place my protest upon record. I cannot re- 
cognize the principle either in a Territory or in 
a State, for the rea*ons I have quoted, of allow- 
ing aliens, not citizen*, not entitled to the pro 
lection of the Government, not entitled to the 
right of petitioning this Congress for redress of 
grievances, to control me, or to control my Sta'e, 
and to break up that equality by which alone this 
Union can be pres rved. For these 
shall vole against (he admission 
with her 



Dickens* Story of the Origin of 
wick. 

Mr. Dickens has latterly been issuing what is 
called a popular edition of his works, in which 
he treats us to this little account of the origin 
of Pickwick, and how eagerly we rush behind 
the scenes to see how they contrived the thun- 
der: 

••I was a young man of three and twenty when 
the present publishers, attracted by some pieces 
I was at that time writing in the Morning CAron 
tele newspaper (of which one series had lately 
been collected and published in two volumes, ii 
lustrated by my esteemed friend, Mr. Geo. Cruik 
shank,) waited upon me to propose a something 
that should be published in shilling numbers- 
then only known to me. or I believe to anybody 
else, by a dim recollection of certain intermina 
ble novels in tint form which used to be carried 
about the country by peddlers, and over some 
of which I remember to have shed innumerable 
tears before 1 bad served my apprenticeship to 
Life 

"When I opened my door in Furnival's Inn to 
the managing partner who represented the firm, 
I recognized in him the person from whose hands, 
I had bought, two or three years previously, and 
whom I had never seen before or since, my first 
copy of the magazine in which mv first effusion 
—dropped stealthily one evening at twilight, with 
fear and trembling, into a dark letter box, iu a 
dark office, up a dark court in Fleet street — ap 
peared in all the glory of print; on which memo 
rable occasion — how well I recollect it! — I walk 
ed down to Westminister Hall and turned into it 
for half an hour, because my eyes were so dim- 
med with joy and pride that they could not bear 
the street, and were not fit to be seen there — 
I told my visitor of the coincidence, which we 
both hailed as a good omen, and so fell to busi- 
ness. 

"The idea propounded to me was that the 
monthly something should be a vehicle for cer- 
tain plates to be executed by Mr. Seymour; and 
there was a notion, either on the part of that ad- 
mirable humorous artist, or of my visitor (I for- 
get which,) that a 'Nimrod Club,' the members 
of whic h were to go out shooting, fishing, and so 
forth, and getting themselves into difficulties 
through their want of dexterity, would be the 
best means of introducing these*. I objected, on 
consideration, that, although born and partly bred 
in the country, I was no great sportsman, except 
in regard of all kinds of locomotion; that the idea 
was not novel, and had been already much used; 
that it would be infinitely better for the plates to 
arise naturally out of the text; and that I should 
like to take my own way, with a freer range of 
English scenes and people, and was afraid I 
should ultimately do so in any case, whatever 
course I might prescribe to myself at starting.— 
My views being deferred to, I thought of Mr. 
Pickwick, and wrote the first number— from the 
proof sheets of which Mr. Seymour made his 
drawing oi the Club, and that happy portrait of 
its founder by which he is always recognized, and 
which may be said to here made him a reality .- 



I connected Mr. Pickwick with a dub because of 

the original suggestion, and I put in Mr. Winkle 
expressly for the use ot Mr. Seymour. We start- 
ed with a number of twenty-four pages instead 
of thirty-two, ana four Illustrations iu lieu of a 
couple. Mr. Seymour's sadden and lamented 
death before the second number was published 
brought about a quick decision upon a point al 
ready in agitation; the number became one of 
thirty two pages, with two illustrations, and re 
mained so to the end. My friends told me it was 
a low, cheap form of publication, by which I 
should ruiu all my ri*iu£ hope*; and how right 
my friends turned out to be, every body now 
knows. 

" 'Boz,' my signature in the Morning Chronicle, 
appended to the monthly cover of this book, and 
retained long afterward, was the nickname of a 
pet child, a younger brother, whom I had dubbed 
Moses in honor of the Vicar of Wakefield, which, 
being facetiously pronounced through the nose, 
became Boses, and being shortened, became Boz 
'Boz' was a very familiar househo' 
leaf before I was an author, and so I 
adopt it."

itT'VVe have several limes given the /act* con 
nected with the leasing of the Penitentiary to the 
present Keeper, by the American Legislature, 
of and hardly supposed that it would ever 

be necessary for us to allude to them again. — 
The Americans were so fully justified by the facts 
in the case, that the Democrats of the last Leg- 
islature were deprivedof the slightest pretence 
for refusing to fix the price for the lease of the 
Penitentiary at $12,000. We have before slated, 
and it is generally known that, prior to the present 
contract between the State and Mr. Ward, the 
State Prison was managed its a partnership busi- 
ness between the State and the Keeper — the 
State to receive two-thirds, and the Keeper one 
third of the profits. According to this plan there 
was seldom ever a dollar paid into the Treasury 
from the Penitentiary, until the election of Mr. 
Ward. That gentleman paid the State #5,000 
the first year, which was a larger sum than the 
Commonwealth had ever received from any for 
mer Keeper. After the first year, Mr. Ward 
made a proposition to the Legislature of 1855-6 
to give $6,000 per annum for the lease of the 
Prison. This was far more than any other Keep 
er hid paid under the partnership business, and 
the Legislature, thinking they were making an 
excellent bargain for the State, consented to lease 
it to Mr. Ward for that *um. The bill altering 
the manner of conducting the Penitentiary, from 
a partnership business between the State and the 
Keeper to a lease from the State to the Keeper, 
was approv ed of by both parties in the Legislature 
having for iu strongest advocates several promi 
nent Democrats, and was passed by a no partv 
vote No higher bid was made, although one or 
two member* did say that they were authorized 
to bid more than the sum specified by Mr. Ward; 
those who would otherwise have been glad to 
take the Penitentiary, had sense to know that, 
as Mr. Ward had already been elected by a pre- 
vious Legislature and had a contract with the 
State which could not be broken except with bis 
consent, it would be useless for them to make any 
offer whatever,— since the Legislature bad no le 
gal power or rijrbt to consider any bid ex 
cept that of Mr. Ward The Legislature has 
uo more right to violate a contract than a private 
individual has, and even if the Legislature of 
1856 had wished to give the lease to another per 
son they had no right to doit without Mr. Ward's 
consent — which he, of course, would never have 
given; it is unnatural for a man to voluntarily re- 
linquish some five or six thousand dollars a year. 
The American Legislature was compelled to 
choose between leasing the Prison to Mr. Ward 
at |6,000 per annum, or to continue the partner 
ship business, which experience had proved to be 
inconvenient and troublesome, and by which the 
State had never received as much as the sum of- 
fered by the present Keeper. They supposed 
they were getting an excellent bargain for the 
State, and eagerly grasped it. It may be asked 
if Ward was not able to pay more than the sum 
offered Suppose he was? The leasing of the 
Prison was purely a business transaction between 
him and the State, and both parties might have 
been expected to do the best they could for them- 
selves. 

During the two years which elapsed between 
the adjournment of one Legislature and the 
meeting of the other, many changes had been 

made in the Penitentiary 



this form the bill went to the Senate, and when it 
was reported in that body an American Senator 
moved to amend by striking out the word 
"eight" and insert the word "twelve." This 
amendment was carried in the Senate by the 
American majority, the Americans voting for, 
and the Democrats against it. The amended 
bill was then reported to the House and rejected 
by that body, who insisted upon leasing the 
Prison for "eight" thousand dollars instead of

Whkreas, The people of Kansas did, by a 
convention of delegates, assembled at Lecomp- 
ton, on the 7th day of November, 1857, for that 
purpose, form for themselves a constitution and 
State Government, which constitution is republi-

Whereat, At the same time and place, said con- 
vention did adopt an ordinance which asserts that 
Kansas when admitted as a State will have an 
undoubted right to tax the lands within her lim- 
its belonging to the United States, and proposes 
to relinquish said asserted right if certain condi- 
tions set forth in said ordinance be accepted and 
agreed to by the Congress of the United Slates; 
and, 

Whereat, Said constitution aud ordinance have 
been presented to Congress by order of said con- 
vention, and the admission of said Territory 
Union thereon as a State requested; 



leasing the Prison for $12,0*0 instead of $8,000 
is now claimed for the Democrats. Was such 
astounding impudence ever before heard of? It 
is well known that the Democrats in the House 
and in the Senate resolutely persisted in their 
opposition to fixing upon $12,000 as the price of 
the lease, until the American majority in the 
Senate positively refused to go into the election 
of Keeper unless the Democrats would make this 
concession. They had their choice between making 
Mr. South pay the same sum that was offered, not 
only by Ward, but by several prominent Demo- 
crats, or of notelecting him at all. The Demo 
crats in the Senate held out in their obstinacy 
even then, and it was not for some months after 
that the Democratic papers ceased to abuse 
Ward for his impudence in offering a sum which 
he was able to pay, but which the Democratic 
candidate did not want to pay. Col. Hawkins, 
Capt. Morgan, and other reliable Democrats fre- 
quently and publicly expressed themselves as 
willing to pay $12,000 for the lease but still 
the Democratic solons refused to fix its price at 
that sum. If the objection to electing Ward at 
$12,000 was, that he is an American, what could 
have been the objection to Hawkins who also of 
fered $12,000? Why should Democrats have 
preferred leasing the prison to South for $8,000 
per annum to leasing it to Hawkins or Morgan 
for $12,090? The only reasonable answer is, 
that the Democratic Legislature preferred en 
richiug the caucus nominee of their party, to 
saving $16,000 to the State by leasing the Prison 
even to another member of their own party.— 
The Americans only demanded that South should 
pay the same sum that Ward, Hawkins, and 
Morgan were willing to pay, but the Democrats 
desired to give it to him for $16,000 less than 
they could have gotten from numerous other 
men. They did not regard the interests of 
the State, but legislated only for members 
of their own party, aud in so legislating 
the caucus nominee* always had the advan- 
tage over other Democrats. It is true that the 
Democrats in the House finally gave a reluctant 
consent to save to the State $16,000, but it was not 
until they had become assured that the Ameri- 
can Senate would never consent to their criminal 
profligacy that they even made a show of decency. 
But the Democrats of the Senate, more consist- 
ent in their unblushing effrontery, refused to the 
last to make a virtue even of that stern and inex- 
orable law, necessity, and are on the record as 
persisting in virtually giving away $16,000 of the 
State's money, and the Democratic press very 
generally applauded them in their course and vied 
with . ach other in abuse of the Americans. 



Whereat, Said ordinance is not acceptable to 
Congress, and it is desirable to ascertain whether 
the peop'e of Kansas concur in tbe changes in 
said ordinance hereafter stated, and desire adrais 
sion into the Union as a State as herein proposed,

Be it enacted, SfC, That the State of Kansas be, 
aud is hereby, admitted into the Union on an 
equal footing with the original States in all re 
spects w hatever, but upon this fundamental cou 
dition precedent, namely: That tbe question of 
admission with the following proposition in lieu 
of the ordinance framed at Lecompton, shall be 
submitted to the vote of the people of Kansas, 
and assented to by them or the majority of the 
voters voting at an election to be held for that 
purpose, namely: That the following propositions 
be, and ihe same are hereby, offered to said peo- 
ple of Kansas for their free acceptance or reject 
ion, which, if accepted, shall be obligatorv upon 
the United States and upon the said State of Kan- 
sas, to wit: 

Fktt — That sections numbered sixteen and 
slifc-ty six iu every township of public lands iu 
said State, and where either of said sections, or 
any part thereof, has been sold or otherwiso been 
disposed of, other lands, equivalent thereto, and 
as contiguous as may be, shall be granted to the 
said State for the use of schools 

Second — That seventy two sections of land shall 
be set apart and reserved for the use and support 
of a State University, to be selected by the Gov- 
ernor of said State, subject to the approval of the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, and 
to be appropriated and applied in such manner 
as the Legislature of the said State may pre 
scribe for the purpose aforsaid, but for no other 
purpose. 

Third— That ten entire sections of land, to be 



sundowD on that day. Tbe Beard shall appoint 

the day for holding said election, and 
said Governor shall announce tht same by 
proclamation; and the day shall be as early a one 
as is consistent with due notice thereof to the 
people of said Terriiory, subject to the provisions 
of this act. The said Board shall nave full pow- 
er to prescribe the time, manner, and place of 
said election, and to direct the time and manner 
of the returns thereof; which returns shall be 
made to said Board, whose duty it shall bs to 
announce the result by proclamation, and said 
government shall certify the same to the Presi- 
dent of the United States without delay.

only qualification required to entitle the citizens 
to the right of suffrage in said elections; and if 
any person not so qualified shall vote or offer to 
vote, or if any persou shall vote more than once 
at said election, or shall make, or cause to be 
made, any false, fictitious, or fraudulent returns, 
or shall alter or change any returns of said elec- 
tion, such person shall, upon conviction thereof 
before any court of competent jurisdiction, be 
kept at hard labor not leas than six months, and 
not more than three years. 

Sec. 4. And be ii further enacted. That the 
members of the aforesaid Board of Commission- 
ers, and all persons appointed by them to carry 
into effect the provisions of this act, shall, before 
entering upon their duties, take an oath to per- 
form faithfully the duties of their respective 
offices; and on failure thereof, they shall be lia 
ble and subject to the same charges and penal- 
ties as are provided in like cases under the Ter- 
ritorial laws.

said State, and when so selected, to be used or 
disposed of on such terms, conditions and regula 
tions as the Legislature shall direct: Provided. 
That no salt spring, or land, the right whereof 
is now vested in any individual or individuals, 
or which may be hereafter confirmed or adjudged 
to any individual or individuals, shall by this 
article be granted to said State. 

Fifth — That five per centum of the proceeds 
of the sales of all public lands lying within the 
said State, which shall be sold by Congress after 
the admission of said State into the Union, after 
deducting all the expenses incident to the same, 
shall be paid to said State, for the purpose of 
making public roads and internal improvements, 
as the Legislature shall direct: Provided, That 
the foregoing propositions herein offered to the 
State of Kansas shall never interfere with the 
primary disposal of the lands of the United States, 
or with any regulation Congress may find neces- 
sary for securing title in said soil to bona fide 
purchasers thereof, and that no tax shall be im- 
posed on land belonging to the United States, and 
that in no case shall n©n resident 
taxed higher than resident. 

Sixth— And that said State shall 
lands or property of the United States. 

At said election the voting shall be by ballot, 
and by indorsing on his ballot, as each voter may 
please, "proposition accepted," or "proposition re 
jected." Should the majoritv of votes be cast 
for "proposition accepted," the President of the 
United States, as soon as the fact is duly made 
known to him, shall announce the same by pro- 
clamation, and thereafter, and without any fur- 
ther proceeding on the part of Congress, the ad 
mission of the State of Kansas into into the 
Union on an equal footing with the original 
States, in all respects whatever, shall be com- 
plete and absolute; and said State shall be en- 
titled to one member in the House of Represen 
totives in the Congress of the United States until 
the next census be taken by the Federal Govern 
ment. But, should the majority of the votes be 
cast for "proposition rejected," it shall be deem 
ed and held that the people of Kansas do not de 
sire admission into the Union with said constitu 
tion, under the conditions set forth in said propo- 
sition; and in that event the people of said Ter 
ritory are hereby authorized and empowered to 
form for themselves a constitution and State 
Government by the name of tbe State of Kansas 
according to the Federal Constitution, and may 
elect delegates for that purpose whenever, and 
not before, it is ascertained, by a censns duly 
and legally token, that the population of said 
Territory equals the ratio of representation re 
quired for a member of the House of Represen 
tatives of the United States; and whenever there 
after such delegates shall assemble in convention, 
they shall first determine by a vote whether it is 
the wish of the people of the proposed State to 
be admitted into the Union at that time, and if so, 
shall proceed to form a constitution, and take all 
necessary steps for the establishment of a State 
Government, in conformity with the Federal 
Constitu tion, subject to such limitations and 
restrictions as to the mode and manner of its ap- 
proval or ratification by the people of the pro 
j posed State, as they may have prescribed by law, 
and shall be entitled to admission into the Union

Houtc— Mr. Davis of Md., as a representative 
of a Southern slave State, in her name solemnly 
protested against this attempted interference 
with State rigths by a condition of admission. — 
Had it not been urged by Southern gentlemeu 
that Kansas should come into the Union on an 
equal footing with the original States'' This was 
the law of the South on the subject. 

Mr. Stephens was not surprised that Mr. Davis 
opposed the bill, but was surprised at the grounds 
of his opposition. He (Stephens) was born and 
reared in that school, and if any doctrine was 
cherished by him more than another it was the 
rights of independence and sovereignty of the 
seperate States of the confederacy, and he main- 
tained that this substitute more fully and com- 
pletely carried out the doctrine than the Senate 
bill, for which he was willing to vote, and more 
so than the Crittenden amendment. If Kansas 
had made an application for admission as a free 
State, he would vote for it as readUy as for a slave 
State. 

In reply to Mr. Davis, he showed that Iowa 
and Louisiana were admitted on the fundamental 
condition in the former case similar to that in the 
pending proposition. The objections made by 
the gentleman from Maryland were founded sole' 
ly on a pretext. In conclusion he earnestly ap- 
pealed to the House to end this question with the 
view to go on with public business. He was 
ready to defend the proposition from beginning to 
end and in every word and line. 

Mr Gil more inquired — Is the Constitution sub- 
mitted? 

Mr. Stephens— I tell the gentleman distinctly 

it is not. 

Mr. Keitt repudiated the doctrine advanced by 
Mr Davis. He was not willing to commit the 
rights of the South to that gentleman's custody. 
He denied that the Federal Government ia sov- 
ereign, and said each State is sovereign. He 
gave his reasons for supporting the bill. 

Mr. Bingham did not find fault with the bill 
because it annexed conditions, but because a 
great crime was sought to be perpetrated, not 
only against Kansas but against the Federal Con- 
stitution and the sacred rights of human nature. 
The bill does not submit the Constitution, but a 
bribe in land. If rejected Kansas must suffer 
the penally. It was simply an act of despotism 
attempted to be imposed bv Congress undercover 
of our national Constitution, which bears the 
name of Washington. Better that the Consti- 
tution should perish than anv precedent be plac- 
ed on the statute book that Congress shall dictate 
to freemen under pains and penalties, or force 
them into the Union as a State under a Constitu 
tion they never made. 

Mr. Clingman said that as this proposition was 
not amended he presumed gentlemen had made 
up their minds, and he therefore moved the pre 
vioui question. 

Mr Stephens suggested that the vote be taken 
to-morrow at 1 o'clock.
